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NEWSROOM NOTES— Ado­ 
lescents and others of the under - 
30 generation are in the spot­ 
light today, demonstrating and 
rebelling against the “ E sta b ­ 
lishm ent.” Senior citizens, too, 
a re the objects of frequent pub­ 
lic concern. But little attention 
is paid to A m erica’s perhaps 
most important and least un­ 
derstood generation: the mid­ 
dle-aged. 
To help correct this oversight, 
Blue Cross has just published a 
100-page book, “ Generation in 
the Middle,” which presents an 
original, freshlook at the life 
styles attitudes, and physical, 
emotional and other cha ra cter­ 
istics and needs of the 50 million 
Americans between the ages of 
40 and 65. 
Contributors to the book in­ 
clude 1 3 of the na tion's le a d­ 
ing he a lth a nd me dica l writ- t 
e rs, psychologists a nd socia l 
critics, a mong the m forme r 
“ H a rp e r’s ” e ditor Russe ll 
Lyne s. 
" I t ’s strange, but despite all 
their power, the middle-aged 
know little about them selves,” 
rem arks 
contributor 
Clifford 
Hicks. “They have poured bil­ 
lions of dollars into research on 
geriatrics and juvenile delin­ 
quency, into orphanages and re­ 
tirem ent homes, but they have 
never taken the time to investi­ 
gate them selves.” 
Contributor Barbara 
Fried, 
who “ discovered” middle age in 
a book of her own, explains the 
book’s reason for focusing on 
the neglected middle genera­ 
tion: 
“ Middle age isn’t what it used 
to be, and most of it is better. 
The fact that we can expect to 
live healthier lives and die later 
than 
previous 
g en era tio n s, 
means that we grow old at a la t­ 
er chronological age. Life has 
been stretched out in the middle 
for us. 
‘‘We a re middle -a ge d now 
for 3 0 ra the r tha n 1 5 ye a rs, 
a nd for the first time we a re 
¿Ole to se e tha t whe n middle

a ge is not cut short, it is a c­ 
tua lly a s distinct a sta ge in 
huma n de ve lopme nt a s child­ 
hood or youth. 
“ This lengthened middle age 
is so recent a phenomenon, 
however, that we don’t yet un­ 
derstand all it im plies either for 
individuals or society in gener­ 
a l.” 
Sta tistics quoted in the book 
give an indication of the incred­ 
ible power and influence held by 
the middle-aged one-fourth of 
the population. 
As the book points out, mid­ 
dle-aged Am ericans: 
— Ea rn more tha n ha lf the 
na tion's income . 
—Hold more tha n 4 0 pe r 
ce nt of the stock in U.S. cor­ 
pora tions. 
— Account for 4 0 pe r ce nt of 
the fe ma le la bor force . 
—Vote more tha n a ny othe r 
a ge group; 7 5 pe r ce nt did in 
the la st fe de ra l e le ction, a s 
compa re d with 6 3 pe r ce nt of 
those a ge d 2 5 -3 4 . 
But along with power, middle 
age brings with it problems. 
One of the book’s contributors 
scores the failure of society to 
provide useful and stimulating 
outlets for middle-aged women 
whose fam ilies have grown up 
and left home. “ There a re m il­ 
lions of middle-aged women in 
this predicam ent today,” says 
the book, “whose energies, ta l­ 
ents, abilities, and intelligence 
represent 
an 
enormous 
and 
neglected national resource.” 
Another contributor discusses 
the “ m iddle-a ged drop out,” 
tells the middle-aged m ale how 
to analyze his job and further 
his ca reer in an a rticle that in­ 
cludes advice from a dozen vo­ 
cational experts.

C H EQU ERS, England (AP) 
— President and M rs. Nixon 
lunched today with Queen Eliz a ­ 
beth II at the country home of 
Brita in’s prime m inisters—an 
interlude sandwiched between 
bu siness 
co n fere n ces 
with 
Prim e M inister Edward Heath. 
It was the first time the sover­ 
eign had lunched at the estate, 
Chequers, and many Britons 
considered the precedent a spe­ 
cial salute to the Nixons. 
Several hundred persons stood 
outside the main entrance of the 
estate, 30 miles northwest of 
London, as the queen arrived in 
her claret-colored Rolls-Royce 
limousine eight minutes behind 
schedule. She had broken a va­ 
cation at Balm oral Castle in 
Scotland to attend the luncheon, 
and had flown to a nearby Roy­ 
al Air Force base, 
A few in the crowd held aloft 
anti-Am erican placards, mainly 
calling for peace in Vietnam . 
The queen and the Nixons ex­ 
changed warm hand shakes at 
the stone-framed entrance to 
the 
Chequers 
manor 
house, 
went inside briefly, but strolled 
outside again after a few min­ 
utes. 
They 
chatted 
am iably 
about the weather and landscap­ 
ing as they walked in the ga r­ 
den. 
Nixon and Heath had con­ 
ferred for more than an hour 
privately before the queen a r­ 
rived. 
The prim e m inister told Nixon 
that under the term s of the 
agreem ent that made Chequers 
available to prime m inisters 40 
years ago to be used for recrea ­ 
tion. 
“ Our 
work 
today,” 
said 
Heath, “ I ’m afraid, is a breach 
of this tru st.” 
The President and prime min­ 
ister conferred on m a jor world 
issues ranging from the quest 
for peace in the Middle E a st 
and Vietnam to the European 
economic situation. Their top 
advisers m et separately. 
The Nixons stopped in Britain 
for five hours en route from 
Spain to Ireland, final stop on a 
five-nation European tour. 


They had left Communist Yu­ 
goslavia on Friday morning, 
and the queen asked Nixon: 
“ How did you find President 
T ito ?” 
“ He’s 78 but he has the vigor 
of a man of 50.” President Nix­ 
on replied. 
The queen told the visiting 
Am erican that her sister, Prin­ 
cess M argaret, had spent a 
week in Yugoslavia last sum­ 
m er and had reported “ it was 
just m arvelous.” 
Nixon and Heath were alone 
the grea ter part of their prelun­ 
cheon conference. The only oth­ 
er person to join them, briefly, 
was Henry A. Kissinger, Nix­ 
on’s special assistant for nation­ 
al a ffa irs. 
Tim e for a second conference 
was set aside after lunch—a 
rather full-fledged banquet of fi­ 
let of sole with lobster, smoked 
salmon, roast sirloin of beef 
with vegetables, and ice cream 
with mangoes, straw berries and 
peaches. 
Altogether 18 guests attended 
the luncheon, around a walnut 
table in the oak-panelled Che­ 
quers dining room. Sunlight fil­ 
tered through the leaded win­ 
dows onto the 350-year-old pa­ 
nelling. 
Burgundy and cla ret wines 
were served but there were no 
form al toasts or speeches. 
Nixon 
flew 
from 
London’s 
Heathrow- Airport by helicopter 
to Chequers after his arrival in 
Britain from Spain. 
Heath, who met Nixon twice 
in the past year and was guest 
of honor at a White House din­ 
ner before he becam e prime 
m inister, accom panied Nixon 
through cloudy, gusty, but dry 
skies. 
While Nixon and Heath talked 
privately in the prim e m inis­ 
te r’s study, their key advisers, 
including 
U.S. 
Secreta ry 
of 
State William P. Rogers and 
British Foreign Secreta ry Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home, met. 
Arriving at the esta te, Nixon 
told Heath that a place in the 
country is good for a change be­ 
cause, he said: “ it clea rs your 


thinking.” 
He said that is why he m akes 
frequent use of Camp David, a 
retreat for American presidents 
in M aryland's Cacoctin Moun­ 
tains. 
The 1,000-acre Chequers es­ 
tate is near the sm all town of 
Wendover in Buckingham shire, 
30 miles northwest of London. 
It clearly pleased the P resi­ 
dent when the helicopter landed 
on the lawn with a great cla tter 
and swirl of a ir from the blades. 
“ I looked down on a beautiful 
forest,” the President said of 
his ride from the airport. “ It 
was just like Shangri-La, 
(a 
m ythical Tibetan valley im m or­ 
talized by novelist Ja m es Hil­ 
ton).” 
Air Force One brought Nixon 
to London from Madrid. 
Hundreds of uniformed B rit­ 
ish police and security officers 
sealed off the usual public view­ 
ing balconies at the airport as 
the presidential plane pulled to 
a halt. 
The 
President 
and 
Heath 
shook hands and boarded an 
army helicopter for the flight to 
Chequers, the prime m inister’s 
official country residence 
30 
miles northwest of London. The 
flight gave them one hour to dis­ 
cuss political m atters privately 
before m eeting for lunch with 
the queen at the 1,000-acre es­ 
tate.

Father of three, hel

NEW YORK (A P) — Three 
girls—aged 16, 12 and 7—are or­ 
phans after their father, a wid­ 
ower, rushed to help a girl being 
raped and was shot to death by 
her a tta cker. 
“ I wish there was something I 
could do for those kids,” the 
mother of the girl—reported in 
good condition in a h o sp ita l- 
said Friday. 
She expressed “ deep g ra ti­ 
tude” for the action of Rufus 
David Anderson, a 44-year-old 
interior decorator, of Brooklyn. 
Anderson’s m other, Mrs. Ruth 
Pinckney, 63, flew here from 
Rochester, N .Y., a fter the kill­ 
ing Thursday night and said: “ I 
had tea rs in my eyes when I 
heard about it, but since I got 
here there have been no m ore 
tears —he 
died 
for 
a 
good 
ca u se.” 
M is. Pinckney plans to take 
her son’s three daughters to 
R ochester with her. She said 
their mother died five vears ago 
I 


in childbirth. 
“ We don’t want to separate 
them ” she said. “ If they feel 
they would rather live with my 
daughter Sarah, we would not 
object. W hatever they decide, 
they are not alone.” 
Anderson had been on his way 
to his apartm ent when he heard 
scream s from the roof of his 
apartm ent building. He ran to 
investigate. 
On the roof, he saw the girl 
being raped by a man in his 
mid-20s. 
Wnen Anderson ap­ 
proached. the man drew a pistol 
and fired twice, hitting Ander­ 
son in the head. 
The gunman fled over the 
rooftops and is being sought by 
police. 
The girl, according to her 
mother, said the man had lured 
her to the roof with “ fatherly 
coaxing” when she was return­ 
ing home from a music lesson. 
Anderson's daughters appar­ 
ently will not be entitled to an 


award under the city ’s Good Sa ­ 
m aritan Law, which provides 
compensation for death or inju­ 
ry to citizens who try to prevent 
a crim e on the streets or on 
city-owned transit facilities The 
incident happened on private 
property. 
A neighbor, who did not want 
to be identified, said: “ I always 
saw him taking his little daugh­ 
ter to school every morning. It's 
a damn shame. He seemed like 
such a nice m a n.”

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spread of foreign countries. They pos­ 
sibly account for 80 per cent of the 
heroin and almost 100 per cent of the 
cocaine, tons of marijuana and mil­ 
lions of dosage units of other dangerous 
drugs. 
One of the nine is an organization of 
Spanish ethnic background scattered 
through the United States. These men 
secure heroin and cocaine from Span­ 
ish-speaking criminal organizations in 
Latin America and Spain. 
This sy stem accounts for almost all 
of the illicit cocaine traffic here and for 
ev er-increasing amounts of heroin. 
The Federal Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs has reason to be­ 
liev e that the hub of this operation is in 
the large Cuban immigrant colony in 
Miami. Relationships hav e been iden­ 
tified in New York, Chicago and other 
major cities from coast to coast where 
Cuban colonies ex ist. 
The Cuban migration after the Cas­ 
tro take-ov er was large throughout the 
United States and the world. Part of 
this migration consisted of criminals 
already engaged in Cuban cocaine 
trafficking. After fleeing Cuba, they 
ex panded their operations by setting 
up relationships with established Eu­ 
ropean heroin traffickers. 
Their smuggling operations hav e a 
built-in major adv antage, an ability to 
fully ex ploit traffic routes for cocaine 
and heroin into the United States 
through Central and South America 
and the Caribean. 
Some 16 6 members of the operation 
hav e been arrested in recent months in 
nine major U.S. cities. 
Three more of the nine major illegal 
drug distributing operations in this 
country are managed by Cosa Nostra 
ty pe (organized crime) groups, oper­ 
ating with related organizations in 
Canada and Italy . 
Close ties also ex ist between these 
particular Italian ethnic groups and 
criminal groups in France, which giv es 
them a capability of deliv ering multi­ 
kilogram quantities of heroin into the 
United States. 
Another one of the nine big distribu­ 
tors is an international organization 
probably responsible for the importa­ 
tion of more illegal heroin than any 
other single group. Unlike some of the 
others, it is not organized on ethnic 
lines. 
A six th major illegal narcotics and 
drugs group specializes in controlling 
large amounts of European and Mex i­ 
can heroin, cocaine and marijuana 
coming into the United States Luin 
Mex ico. 
If sev eral thousand key men can be 
identified in the nine operations the 
gov ernment is now inv estigating and if 
a major proportion of these men can be 
taken out of action, the heart of the ille­ 
gal narcotics and dangerous drugs op­ 
eration would be cut. 
With an alert antidrug corps it 
might be a long time before the under­ 
ground could again build up today ’s 
large and ex ceedingly dangerous traf­ 
fic. 
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Perhaps Adlai III knows members 
of the J ohn Birch Society would not in­ 
jure their country with more inflation 
by supporting a Socialist. Stev enson 
knows they will v ote only for a free­ 
dom-lov ing legislator and no liberal is 
of that thinking.

In death as in life, John Dos 
Passos remains a misu nd er­ 
stood figure. He 
was a giant 
among 
American 
w riters, 
though fated alway s to be pu t 
sev eral steps below the m an­ 
nered and colorful Ernest Hem­ 
ingway . He nev er allowed him­ 
self to become the center of a 
cult, and this absence of ego 
was strong in the clean and self- 
disciplined manner in which he 
wrote. His nov els and his non 
fiction, as a body of work , were 
the work of a social historian 
w'ary of political traps and easy 
formulations, and they ad d u p 
to the best look at America 
since Alex is de Tocq u ev ille su r 
v ey ed this nation. 
BUT THE intellectuals, after 
their first spree of enthu siasm 
for his great trilogy , 
“ U.S.A.,” 
failed to realize what he was 
doing or say ing because his con­ 
sistent v iews on the forces that 
helped shape America ran 
counter to theirs. 
This can be 
seen in the obituaries. 
Ten 
y ears ago, they would hav e 
been v icious. Today they try to 
be fair, but the critics of John 
Dos Passos miss the point. 
The Washington 
Post news 
story on his death ex emplifies 
this failure: 
“ AS A YOUTH, Mr. Dos P as­ 
sos was k eenly influ enced by 
the socialist mov ement and in 
his early w'ork s consistently 
championed the id eals of labor 
organizations 
and the 
‘little 
man’ ev ery where. As he grew 
older, howev er, 
his political 
v iews became increasingly con­ 
serv ativ e. In 19 6 1, his last su c­ 
cessful nov el, ‘M id C entu ry ’ 
(cq), celebrated free enter­ 
prise.” 
IT IS TRUE: that in his early

nov els, John Dos Passos cham­ 
pioned the id eals of the labor 
u nions, bu t nev er the corru pters 
and the pretend ers wrho ev en in 
the Twenties infested the mov e­ 
ment. And he nev er ceased to 
champion.the “little m an”— a 
phrase he wou ld not lik e. 
One thread ran throu ghou t his 
work — his hatred of power ac­ 
cu mu lations that weighed and 
prey ed on the ind iv id u als. He 
had a reporter’s ey e and a nov ­ 
elist’s intu ition, and this al­ 
lowed him to see what the intel­ 
lectu als hav e y et to learn— that 
power on the left is no less be­ 
nign than power on the right. 
IN THE TWENTIES, his m a­ 
jor focu s wras on the bu siness-in- 
d u stry colossu s. From the mid - 
Thirties on, he inclu d ed in his 
pantheon of the powerfu l the la­ 
bor mov ement, the New Deal, 
and the Commu nists. He also 
d eplored the cu lt of personality 
that su rrou nd ed Frank lin D. 
Roosev elt. Du ring the Spanish 
Civ il W arv he saw the massiv e 
pu rges cond u cted by the Com­ 
mu nists, the d estru ction of all 
hu man v alu es by an inex orably 
d riv en political machine, the 
liq u id ation of all wrho stood u p 
against the horror and the d ou ­ 
ble-d ealing of Stalin’s Spanish 
followers. 
WHEN I IF WROTE abou t 
what he had seen, John Dos 
Passos w-as accu sed of hav ing 
sold ou t to “the big money ” 
which he had ex coriated in a 
nov el of the same name, the last 
part of his “U.S.A.” trilogy . 
When he wrote abou t the labor 
goons and the ambition-d riv en 
labor lead ers, it was in d efense 
of the “little m an” cau ght in the 
toils of an organism he cou ld 
neither control nor u nd erstand . 
He w'as anti-Commu nist be­ 
cau se he hated ty ranny — and 
this emotion led him to break 
with the intellectu als and aca­ 
d emicians who wou ld brook no

opposition. He nev er q u arreled 
with the id eals of labor or of the 
liberals. He wrote abou t the be­ 
tray al of those id eals. 
WHEN DOS PASSOS mad e 
his first su ccess, he w'as writing 
abou t abu ses in American so­ 
ciety which the critics joined 
him in d eploring and fighting. 
Bu t when he carried the battle 
to inclu d e the friend s and allies 
of the liberal intellectu als, they 
tu rned on him with fu ry . He be­ 
came a “conserv ativ e” for the 
same reasons that mov ed many 
others, my self inclu d ed — be­ 
cau se among conserv ativ es he 
was permitted to look at Amer­ 
ica inclu siv ely and not merely 
ou t of one ey e. One of his last 
political acts was to join the 
Press Ethics Committee, sim­ 
ply becau se he cou ld not stand 
to see the mass med ia become a 
prisoner of its own id eology . 
HIS CRITICS tried to d ismiss 
him as an embittered and opin­ 
ionated man, y et few hav e writ­ 
ten abou t America with the 
warmth and empathy of Dos 
Passos. Tow'ard the end of his 
life, the hostility that had ringed 
him for sev eral d ecad es sof­ 
tened . His gifts, after all, cou ld 
not be bru shed asid e. And as a 
new generation of read ers took 
to his book s, they w'ere not poi­ 
soned by the id eological war­ 
fare of the Thirties. They read 
the book s for what the book s 
said , not what a rev iew'er for the 
New York Times had once said 
they said . The recognition that 
had been snatched from him 
was being tentativ ely offered at 
the time of his d eath. 
John Dos Passos no longer 
need s it. His book s are there, 
and they will continu e to liv e 
where w'hat was shod d y bu t 
highly praised has mov ed into 
the limbo of inconseq u ential 
writing.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (NEA) - 
The sight and sou nd of an old 
w'arhorse lik e Sen. Albert Gore 
fighting for su rv iv al is really 
something else. He is fu ll of the 
talk of stru ggle as he tries to 
ov ercome the ev id ent lead of his 
GOP opponent, Rep. William E. 
Brock III. 


Listen to Gore: 
“I not only v ote Democratic, 1 
fight Democratic . . . I tak e the 
floor and win . . . 
“ I’M TAKING THE (Nix on 
sou thern strategy head -on. I v t 
accepted the challenge . . .if 
had tried to stick a feather ir 
the breeze (on d amaging v otes 
against the war and against twe 
sou thern ju d ges named 
bu l 
beaten for the Su preme Cou rt). 
I’d be in trou ble. Bu t I’d be ir 
trou ble either way , and I prefer 
it my way .” 


THERE’S MUCH more lik e 
this. The v eteran Tennessee lib­ 
eral, su rely the top target in 
Presid ent Nix on’s d etermined 
bid to w in more Senate seats for 
the Repu blicans, rips into the 
40-y ear-old Brock as if he wrere 
the w'orst “stand still” cand i­ 
d ate in history . 
GORE CONSTANTLY rattles 
off a list of some 50 congression­ 
al issu es, mostly affecting ed u ­ 
cation, health, hou sing, u rban 
d ev elopment, ru ral aid , on 
which he say s Brock v oted “no” 
while he and v irtu ally ev ery 
other Tennesseean in Congress 
v oted fav orably . The senator 
fu mes: 
“He’s the legislativ e od d ball, 
not Albert Gore.” 


THE SENATOR INSISTS, 
too. that Brock is mak ing a lot 
of mistak es, a prime ex ample 
being his u nprov ed charge that 
Gore managed to get part of an 
interstate highway d iv erted 
throu gh his farmland v ia a 
rou te that req u ired the bu ild ing 
of sev en costly ex tra brid ges. 
“We’re still ex ploring that,” 
is what Brock say s tod ay . 
YET W ITH ALL OF his su r­ 
v iv al fev er. Gore can’t shak e off 
his d ifficu lties. He has no real 
organization, hav ing merely 
borrowed that of the late Sen. 


Estes Kefau v er in his early Sen­ 
ate v ictories. Thou gh Charles 
Gu ggenheim has prov id ed him 
with some su perb telev ision 
materials (a check ers game 
and a warm encou nter with an 
aging friend in his hometown 
cou rthou se sq u are), the senator 
is $100,000 short of what he 
need s to d isplay these ex hibits 
properly . 
IT DOESN’T HELP him, ei­ 
ther, that Gov . Bu ford Ellington 
is prov id ing no real su pport or 
that Hu d ley Crock ett, the for­ 
mer Ellington aid e who got 45 
per cent of the primary v ote 
against Gore, is merely mak ing 
faint “I’m for the tick et” noises. 
Gore’s work ing of the popu list 
v ein in his stress on Brock ’s 
record probably will W'in him 
Mid d le Tennessee, inclu d ing 
may be half of the v ote George 
Wallace got in 19 6 8 while tak ing 
Nashv ille. 
BUT, WITH THREE Eastern 
Tennessee d istricts rated solid ­ 
ly Repu blican (Brock think s he 
need s 65 per cent there to be off 
and ru nning), the tru e battle­ 
grou nd is in Memphis and the 
two su rrou nd ing congressional 
d istricts ranging from Missis­ 
sippi to 
Kentu ck y . 
Crock ett 
smashed Gore here in the pri­ 
mary . Most ex perts feel that, 
d espite the helping potential of 
50.000 fav orable black v otes, the 
senator will lose the Memphis 
area. And he is in perilou s shape 
in the heav ily ru ral 7 th and 8 th 
Districts. 
THEY CAN v ote Repu blican. 
GOP Sen. Howard Bak er v oted 
against the major 19 6 4 civ il 
rights bill, bu t Presid ent John­ 
son. its au thor, ou td id the sena­ 
tor in winning a Tennessee m ar­ 
gin that y ear by 50,000 v otes. 
FRIENDS 
REMIND 
that 
Democratic liberals bu rned 
Gore bad ly after that 1964 v ote 
which reflected his fear of the

nominees Clement Hay nes- 
worth and G. Harrold Carswell 
and thereby bou ght big trou ble 
in the West where the 19 70 race 
w'ill be d ecid ed .

AMERICANS GENERALLY 
believ e that is is most d ifficu lt 
to be a Christian behind the Iron 
Cu rtain. Or in China or perhaps 
Cu ba. The flow of infomation 
from these restrictiv e societies 
ind icates that formal religiou s 
practice is limited and fre­ 
q u ently su ppressed . In too 
many instances Christians hav e 
been imprisoned and tortu red 
for their faithfu lness. The u n­ 
d ergrou nd chu rch mu st carry 
the bu rd en of teaching and 
observ ation of the sacraments. 
COMPARED TO THE abov e 
d escription, Sou th Africa re­ 
mains a special problem. Here 
some 12 million black s are gov ­ 
erned by 3 million whites, many 
of whom are Du tch Protestants. 
A strictly enforced separatist 
policy is a major theme of the 
Constittion. Christians mak e u p 
9 0 per cent of the gov ernment 
and ex pect their official chu rch 
bod ies to giv e fu ll su pport to this 
d ev ice to k eep the black s d ow'n. 
FOR THE PAST y ear Prime 
Minister John Vorster has d e­ 
mand ed that the Christian 
chu rches of the Repu blic of 
Sou th Africa withd raw from the 
World Cou ncil of Chu rches. He 
and his gov ernment hav e been 
angered by the stand of the 
World Cou ncil in its su pport of 
Black 
Power 
and 
black 
libpration mov ements in Africa. 
VORSTER, ACCORDING TO 
an article in the New York 
Times, said that “action wou ld 
be tak en against those chu rches 
that 
d id 
not 
w ithd raw .” 
Political reporters and chu rch 


officials ex pected the religiou s 
commu nity to cav e in u nd er this 
d irect gov ernment threat, espe­ 
cially the conserv ativ e bod ies. 
OF THE FOURTEEN Chris- 
tion chu rches in Sou th Africa 
that hold membership in the

Mone y pinch is 
e v ide nt in citie s

NEW Y O RK (A P ) — The evi­ 
dence may be seen in many 
towns 
and cities 
throughout 
America: overcrowded schools, 
potholed roads, poor water sup­ 
plies and otherwise inadequate 
municipal facilities. 
State and locai governments 
have had a hard time of it in the 
financial markets during 1969 
and most of 1970. Borrowing 
costs were up, money was tight. 
And though the situation has 
eased lately, the physical evi­ 
dence remains. 
Moreover, a good many finan­ 
cial analysts speculate that the 
situation may become chronic 
and suggest that new methods 
of borrowing must be devised 
for 
nonfederal 
governments, 
perhaps even involving subsi­ 
dies of some sort. 
This is the situation that has 
produced a somewhat shabby 
appearance in more than a few 
cities and towns today: 
Inflation during the late 1960s 
grew so dangerously that the 
federal government was forced 
into action. Stringent monetary 
policies were put into practice 
in order to stifle demand that 
was overstraining the economy. 
This meant upward pressure 
on borrowing costs, and that 
meant that cities and towns 
were forced to pay steadily in­ 
creasing yields in order to in­ 
duce buyers to purchase their 
bonds. 
As the prices rose, shocked 
controllers faced their highest 
borrowing costs in history. And 
finally, as bond buyers contin­ 
ued to demand higher induce­ 
ments. one town after another 
was forced to delay or postpone 
projects. 
Other sections of the bond 
market apparatus were being 
hurt also. The profits of under­ 
writers were being shaved thin, 
and some of them began losing. 
It w’as difficult to sell bonds 
when money rates were higher 
elsewhere. 
One of the main attractions of 
municipal bonds, the tax-ex- 
emption feature, also came un­ 
der attack, and the House Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee 
an­ 
nounced it would re-examine the 
traditional policy. Buyers were 
frightened. 
Investors in tax-exempt mu­ 
nicipal bonds now must balance 
the rewards of tax-exemption 
against the possibility that 
sometime during the life of pur­ 
chases the tax policy might in­ 
deed be changed. 
The total effect of this was 
devastating to the plans 
of 
many cities. With a federal tight 
money policy in effect, and with 
some investors frightened away 
by the question of tax-exemp- 
tion, there just wasn’t enough 
money available for the most 
necessary projects in some of 
the most financially sound mu­ 
nicipalities. 
The 
question 
now 
being 
argued in financial circles is 
whether the structure will ever 
be able to accommodate the 
borrowing needs of local and 
state governments. 
What will the remedy be?
